_ Bible consists of sixty-six different books, 
written by about forty different authors, with no 
thought on the part of any of them of ever making 
abook. The books were written during a period 
covering nearly sixteen hundred years and in dif- 
ferent regions. The books themselves, as a rule, 
are not continued or connected treatises but snatches 
of thought, written now and then, here and there. 








E would not minimizs the value of the other 

so-called Bibles of the world. They certainly 
contain much that is beautiful in sentiment, and 
enough in fact to lead to the suspicion that their 
authors have largely lighted their lamps at the foun- 
tain of all Wisdom, A Confucius or a Zoroaster must 
have had some correct ideas of God, and beyond 
question were in sympathy with all that was pure 
and noble in earth and heaven. Opening the 
Shaster with admiration then, we behold India as 
its creation—India with its Juggernaut, funeral 
pyre, child widows, Ganges sacrifices, etc. The 
Shaster has done its best in creating India. Oon- 
fucianism has given us China—China with its com- 
pressed feet, savage hate of female babes, its idol 
temples and ancestral worship. The Koran has 
given Turkey to the world as its one great creation— 
Turkey with its slaughtering sword, with its harems 
of women, with its hate of infidels, and its general 
degradation of home and womanhood. But the 
Bible has given us Protestant Europe and Ohristian 
America—lands of equal honors for the sexes, 
equal education for men and women, lands of pro- 
gress in all that can ennoble, and with blessings all 
that the heart can crave or need. There is no com par- 
ison between the creative value of the Shaster and 
Koran, with Confucianism added, on the one side 
and that of the Bible on the other. The difference 





is not in the men educated, but in the Book that 
educates and creates. The Bible judged by its fruits 
is the masterpiece of God. 





HE Bible presenta a perfection of expression not 

to be found in ordinary books of even richest 
and ripest scholarship. Sach a claim as this might, 
by some, be adjudged as having superstitious rever- 


. | ence for its basis, but we think it has not. There 


are wise skeptics we grant, and we readily concede 
that the scholarship of the world has shone as 
brightly in the ranks of unbelief as in the ranks of 
belief. Hume and Gibbon, Voltaire and Boling- 
broke were men of no ordinary minds, while an 
Ingerroll has a brilliance of intellect equaling that 
of almost any living man, but the vast majority of 


brilliant men in this age, as in other ages, are fall | @ 


of admiration for the Bible. The world’s best 
thought, too, brightens into a new splendor when 
‘it seeks illumination from the pages of the Holy 
Book. That this Book holds, delights, exalts, and 
fills with ecstacy the noblest and brightest minds 
of earth, either magnifies the glory of the Book or 
disparages human intellect on its gigantic side. 


e| Quoting the second and third verses of the first 


chapter of Genesis Joaquin Miller declares that it 
would take many paragraphs, pages, and even 
books to reveal so much truth in modern thought, 
while he also declares that to find poetry in all its 
largeness and splendor of thought he was obliged 
to go back, back, back to the very fountain-head 
of poetry, and this fountain-head, with him, was 
the Holy Bible. We see no exaggeration in his 
words, 


N the walls of many Egyptian tombs, built 

remote ages, are to be seen representations of 
slaves engaged in brickmaking with the task- 
master pressing them on to further toil. Many 
times the faces represented are distinctly Jewish, 
going to confirm the truth of Scripture that the 
Jews, as slaves, worked in brick and mortar. In 
1888 Edward Novelle, as the agent of the Egyptian 
Exploration Society, at a point twelve miles from 
Ismaileh, worked one hundred men for six weeks 
and finally unearthed an enormous brick wall, 
which inclosed twelve acres. Within this inclosure 
he found brick chambers, or cellars, with openings 
above only. This inclosure is believed to be within 
the ancient Pithon of Exodus 1, where it is said the 
Israelites made treasure cities for Pharaoh. It is 
expressly said that the walls were built with brick 
and mortar, which was not the usual mode of build- 
ing in Egypt at that time. Other ancient buildings 
discovered were made of sun-dried brick without 
mortar. The walls of this treasure city reveal the 
mortar plainly, and, further, that while some of the 
bricks were made with straw others reveal only 
stubble and reeds. Farthermore, that Pharaoh, the 
oppressor of the Israelites, was Raamsees, and his 
name has been found on stones and other relics 
within these chambers. This discovery is regarded 
a3 a remarkable confirmation of the historical trath 
of the Scriptures. 








by is strange that men will sneer at the Bible 
while expressing such admiration for those who 
regarded it.as above all other books. For many 
years John Quincy Adams read the Bible through 
once each year. Immediately on arising from his 
bed he would read four or five chapters as the best 
habit he could devise for beginning the day. Thus 
the first hour of each day he gave to a study of 
God’s Word. Daniel Webster, in advanced years, 
could speak with satisfaction of the fact that he 
first learned to repeat the Bible at his mother’s 
knee. If anything in his style or thought was to 
be commended he thought it attributable to his 
early love of the Scriptures. Sir William Jones 
felt certain that from all other books in the world 


could not be gathered such perfect expressions of 
poetry, beauty, morality, sensibility, eloquence, 
and history. Isaac Newton could see in the Holy 
Scriptures the most sublime philosophy, while Mil- 
ton could say: ‘‘There are no songs comparable to 
the songs of Zion, no orations equal to those of the 
prophets, and no politics like those which the 
Scriptures teach.’? Even Rosseau confessed that 
the majesty of the Scriptures astonished him. Prof. 
Woods, after having with most scholarly mind ex- 
pounded the Scriptures for fifty years, declared that 
through every recitation his interest in them had 
increased. John Newton said that he had some 


silver books and a few golden books, and yet one 
book which was worth them all. The Bible was that 
one Book. Few books will stand three readings, 

eclared Rev. James Hamilton, but the Bible wili 
stand a thousand. Even our President Lincoln 
proved the truth of this: From 4 to 5 o’clock in the 
morning he read the Holy Scriptures aloud, pri- 
vately, and with rich enjoyment. 


N some regions of China and other so-called 
heathen lands there is an intense desire for the 
Holy Scriptures. This fact has had most beautiful 
and most impressive illustration on many occta- 
sions. Not many years ago a Ohinese merchant, 
who lived three hundred miles from Shanghai, 
purchased of Dr. Yates, in that city, a copy of the 
New Testament. Three months later he came 
again and said that the book did not appear to be 
complete, and he wished the balance of it. He 
was then presented with a full copy of both Testa- 
ments. But what about the copy he took first? That, 
he said, he had read to many, and the interest in 
it was so great and general that he had unstitched 
the book and given it out, leaf by leaf, for copying, 
and a dozen complete copies had been made of it, 
and the book was then being used in their schools 
as @ Class-book on morality. The general belief was 
that so good a book must have had Confucius for 
its author in part. The fact is, the Scriptures, in 
the light of their real nature—their moral worth 
and high, holy, and inspiring teachings—are be- 
yond value. No community of men on earth can 
obey them and not be lifted out of every form of sin 
pertaining to their hands and hearts. In this they 
will do more for a people than all other books, and 
who can praise too much a book of moral 


greater 
helpfulness than all the books that have been writ- 
ten by uninspired men for the ages? 


T is strange beyond estimate that Rome and 

atheism combine in their antagonism of the 
Scriptures. Atheism would blot the Book from 
existence with a stroke, while Rome would sim- 
ply take it from every home of earth and from 
every language of earth spoken by the common 
people. It is a book for the priest alone, says 
Rome, and the most dangerous of all tools in the 
bands of the laity. So Rome and Italy went for 
one thousand eight hundred years without the 
Bible because the Pope pronounced it a curse to the 
home, but since Emanuel came to the throne all 
has been changed and now the Bible can be found 
throughout the nation. Still the people are poor 
and only a few families have the Book, while the 
priests protest against its possession. Four years 
ago the editor of the Secola, a newspaper of Milan, 
began the publication of the Bible in illustrated 
form and in penny parts. The work is still pro- 
gressing, and one thousand seven hundred families 
are tak the parts as issued. The Jews have 
almost as little knowledge of the New Testament 
as tne Catholics do of the Bible as a whole, and in

He who wiil carefully, and with unprejudiced 
mind, read the New Testament, will certainly be 
led to the b ‘lief that the dispensation of the Spirit’s 
power is perpetual. 

Oaristianos are eversaljactsof the ‘‘power from on 
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high.’”’ The Spirit engages to strengthen, q 1icken, 
enlighten, comfort, and guide them. It will not, 
indeed, create new endowments, but inspires the fac- 
alties p»ssessed, adding force and ¢fficiency to the 
mind and heart sosubtly and naturally thatitis im- 
p ssible to distinguish bet ween the natural and the 
supernataral—the native power of man and the 
add d pow-rof God, Yatthe faot of the inworking 
of God is both a self-conscious one and spparent to 
others. Thedegree of this common inspiration of 
Christians is limited, not so much by the plan of 
God as by the failure of his people. He is not 
limited in giving. He is both ¢b'e, willing, and de- 
sirous to give liberaily. Bat we are sadly restricted 
in receiving by our lack of faith, spiritual discern- 
ment, willingness to be used and courage to fullow. 

We are capable of receiving; and j*t so far as we 
seek and obtain capacity will ‘tthe King of glory 
comein.’? If there were more of a tarrying a‘ 
Jerusalem, more protracted prayer in ‘‘the closet,’’ 
more cracifixion of the ‘told man’’ and putting on 
of the “new man,”’ and more faith in the avail 
ability of the divine help, it would b3 more largely 
possessed. The sin‘ul and selfish life must be cas 
out 1f we would be ‘ ‘filled with the Sp'rit.”’ 

Ministers, above a'l, need a high degree of inspi- 
ration. Their success depends uponit. Al{l eis 
will avail little without it. There may b: elo- 
q ‘ence, instruction, logic, but all this will not su’- 
fice to clothe their utterances with the power that 
will arrest sinners and turn them back to God 
Their “‘speech’”’ and their ‘‘preaching’’ must be “‘in 
demonstration of the Spirit’? and thus of power. 

This was Paui’s secret of succers—the element of 
power in his ministry by whic1 he mightily con- 
victed and persuaded sinners. 

He had little faith in msre argument or polished 
speech, and cautiously guarded against the use of 
the “wisdom of men” that their faith might rest 
in the “‘power of God.’’ This power of inepiration 
on his own soul gave an authority and persuasive- 
ness to his words, not their ewn, and not to be re- 
sisted, To this power, within and from above, he 
attr’ bated his success. 

‘*Y.4 seek a proof of Christ speaking in me,’’ he 
said, and pointed to the results of his ministry. 

Though not to the same extent, not so signally, 
yet certainly so rea!/y should we be able to give 
‘proof of Christ speakiag in us’’—in our spirit, 
tone, thoughts, and aims. 

When that proof is consciously present, it will be 
felt by others. Christians will discern its presence 
and sinners confess its agency in our words. Toes 
may not appreciate our reasonings, but they will be 
convicted of the presence and power of the Divine 
in our ministry. 

That one is ‘“‘called to preach’? the saving 
‘*Word,’’ is assurance of capacity to receive spirit- 
ual power. Fitness, order, and wisdom enter int 
all God’s plans and he never makes the mistake of 
calling incompstent witnesses. 

A large measure of the spirit is imperative, anc 
therefore attainable. And where it is obtained and 
OCbrist reveals himself in the ministry «f "is am- 
bassadors, the impression must be irresist.b'e that 
it is Christ that speaks rather than map. There 
will be a certain singlencss of aim, forgetfulness « f 
sel’, breadth of love, mastery of faith, penetration 
of speech, sense of human need and of infinits 
mercy—breathed in the utterances of the lips anc 
beaming from the eye and face and flung from the 
very finger ends—that will win success to the glory 
of God.

THE BIBLE A WONDERFUL BOOK. 

Whatever opinions men may hold regarding the 
teschings of the Bible all must concede that the 
bok iteelt is a ‘*wonder of wonders.”’ 

Its antiquity is wonderful. It is the oldest book 
of which we have ary knowledge. Homer wrote 
his poems about 800 years before Christ, but the 
song of Lamech, recorded in the fourth chapter of 
Genesie, was sung nearly 4,000 years before the 
S:ivior’s advent. The ant'qiity of Hindoo and 
Chinese literature is often r-ferred to; but their 
oldest compositions, the ‘‘Vedas,’”’ of the former 
and the “Book of O !es,’”’ of the latter, were writ- 
ten only about a thousand years before the Chris- 
tian era, while the Pentateuch, or Books of the 
Law, were written by M ses 400 years bef re a lin 
was written of the oldest Chinese or Hindoo liter- 


ature of which we have any kaowledge. Certain — 
cld booke—called Chinese—were long claimed by © 
skeptics as an unanswers ble argument against Bible —

ot the old world, they are found to be not Chinesg — 
at all, but old B bylonian books, brought there in — 


the remotest periods of time, and containing record 
of facts corresponding exactly with the records of — 
B bylonian dynasties and recordirg the same facta — 
as the books of Moses. Hence the Bible is abook ~ 
that ‘‘antedates all literature and almost all intel. 
ligence,”’ 2 

2 Its preservation js wonder’al. It has been no 
ordinary ordeal through which this blessed book — 
has passed. More than 900 years before the “babe — 
of Bethlehem’? was bora, J z bal, the idolatroug © 
wife of a weak king, in her mad attempt to destroy 
the worship of J2hovah, thought she had succeeded 
in destroying every copy of thelaw; but afterwards 
one was found which had escaped her search. 


All through the dark night of the captivity the — 
Scriptures were saved; and they survived the three 
years of terrible persecution under Antiochus 
Epiphenes, who, nearly 170 years before the Chris- 
tian era, sought to crush the power of the Jews and 
destroy their national organization. Yes, the Bible 
has been divinely preserved. Again and again 
have its enemies sought to wipe it out of existence, 
but have failed utterly. It has b9en assailed as no 
other book has been ; but it has withstood all the as-. 
saults of its enemies in the past and it will 
withstand all the assaults of its present or future — 
foes. ‘*Their missiles can not pierce the adamant of 
eternal truth.’’ 

Its literary character is worder’ul. It is not prob 
able that the writers of its p:ges aimed at literary 
excellence. Oat of the fullness of their hearts they 
wrote, a3 inspired by the H>'y Spirit, without re- 
gard to literary finish. And yet, what is there in 
all the literature of Greece and Rome in the mest 
nlightened periods of their history to compare 
with the prodactions of the Habrew poets, David, 
and the prophets? How many human hearts have 
they softened, purified, exalted! Their strains of 
devotion ever have and ever will animate the 
hearts of milions and be ‘the vehicle of their feel- ~ 
ings to the throne of God.’’ 

S> much for the Old Testament Scriptures; but 
what of the New? In them we learn of Christ— 
the great Teacner sent from Gid, the revealer of 
divine truth, the Savior of the world. The world — 
was in darkness wherein it needed light, and ‘‘out 
of those dark days the Gospel arcse as a summer 
3un.”’ All the precepts of this divine system are 
marked by asub ime character. Find the inspira- 
tion of the civil z:tion of to-day, of yesterday, of 
the advancing centuries, and how much of it can 
you separate from the religion of Christ? ‘*Who,” 
asks Gu'zot, ‘“‘will not ackn« wledge that Chris- 
tianity has been one of the great promoters of civil- 
zation? And where’ore? Because it has changed — 
the interior condition of man, his opinions, his sen- 
timente; bscause it has regenerated his moral and 
intellectual character.”’ ‘Tell me,’’ said D-. Wm, 
Adams, ‘‘where the Bible is, and where it is not, 
and I will writea moral geography of the world.” 

Through the Gospel, “life and immortality” are 
brought to light, and the veil that otherwice must 
nave concealed eternity forever from the view of 
mortals, has beea removed Amid storm and eun-

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BiBLE STUDY. 

Here at Merom within the past few years we 
pave had developed within us an intense feeling of 
the importance of Bible study. President Aldrich 
pas pioneered the way in class-room work some- 
what beyond his predecessors in the extent and em- 
phasis puton Bible work, and the enthusiasm of 
his classes attest that the Biblefor every day study 
does not lose its interest or its power. We remem- 
per when it was thought that a sure sign of one’s 

to enter the Goepel ministry was evidenced 
by his joining a class in Biblestudy. Bat that sign 
has lost much of its force. Many of our students 
are now studying the Scriptures because of the im- 
portance of the knowledge to be gotten from the 
Bible. Oa general principles this knowledge is im- 
portant just as a knowledge of chemistry or zoology 
isimportant. We are glad to see the change in 
pablic sentiment so far, for it indicates the hold 
which the Bible is taking on all minds. 

Yet we sometimes find a lamentable ignorance of 
the Scriptures where we least expect it. Some who 
have been Christians for years are at a loss to find a 
pook in the Bible; being in doubt whether Daniel 
isin the Old Testament or the New. But the pur- 
pose of this paper is to give two or three practical 
suggestions which may help to solve the difficulty 
in regard to this most important matter of Bible 


dy. 

1. a beautifal story has come down to us of the 
mother’s part in preparing for the departure of her 
boy from his childhood’s home. Lovingly she pre- 
pares his clothing, the food for his journey, and last 
but not least, she adds a Bible to the store that it 
may be a guide and inspiration to her son in meet- 
ing the struggles and temptations of the world. 

We know how faithful the mothers are in provid- 
ing for the temporal necessities of their children 
and how earnestly they pray for their conversion. 
We know, too, that many boys and girls are pro- 
vided with Bibles when they leave the old home. 
Bat how many are provided with everything else— 
money, clothing, books—all but a Bible. We think 
of no book go important as a companion during the 
student life—largaly the formative period of 
thought, of aspirations, of character. 

2, But almost as much depends on the kind of 
Bible as having one atall. A cheap Bible is better 
than none. Poor print is better than none, A Bible 
without marginal references is better than no book. 
So, too, one may fairly succeed without a subject 
index and a concordance with his Bible. 

But how is it? In our college work the teachers 
aim to secure the very best books the market af- 
fords—we want the best text-book on physics, on 
astronomy, on history. The text-book is to baa 
help to the student, to facilitate study, a means of 
securing the best results. That this should ba true 
in Bible study, no one doubts, What tnen are the 
characteristics of a good teacher’s Bible. (1.) It 
should have good print because it is to be 
studied much; and fine print detracts from the 
pleasure of reading becauseit isan injury to the 
eyes. (2 ) It should have marginal references. O'ten 
atext suggests a line of thought, and the references 
of the margin refer to other passages of scripture 
all bearing on the same point. (8) It should con- 
tain a subject index and a concordance. The Ox- 
ford and Bagster Bibles are both provided with 
these-and, by the way, these are the best Bibles in 
the market—and greatly facilitate the pleasure and 
profit of Bible study. (4) And last, the Bible should 
be well bound. A Bible is purchased not for a day, 
not for a term of three months, like most of our 
school books, but for ten years, or fifteen years. 
Moody holds that one should be so diligent in Bible 
study as to wear out his Bible in four or five years. 
And what is more precious than an old Bible, whose 
évery page greets us like a familiar friend, where 
the promises stand out in golden letters? Who 
does not know how much easier it is to find a text 
inhis own Bible than: in another’s, though the 
books be made just alike? 

8. In conclusion a suggestion in regard to Bible 
marking will to many not come amiss, Mcst suc- 
cessful Bible students mark their Bibles. Many 
take great pains to mark with different inks—for 

ace, all passages referring to the blood of Ohrist 
being marked with red ink. This may bea help, 
bat I have not found it to be so for my own use. 
what we can all do is to mark distinctly with 





pencil or ink those passages especially impressive 
or especially precious. Bible study is not always 
most fruitful, when the study consists in taking 
whole chapters ata time. We read to find where 
the treasures are. Afterwards we find profit in 
reading and re-reading these treasures of thought 
we have marked until the language and the 
thought are burned into our memories.

Peter 
1: 21, “All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness, that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works.’”’ II. Tim. 3: 16, 17. 

The Bible is a text-book for the world—for all 
classes of people and for all time. It never grows 
old or out of date, but is ‘new every morning and 
fresh every evening.’’ Here the child of tender 
age can learn of Jesusand drink in of his pure spirit 
and become fitted for life’s duties and heaven’s 
joys.

If so, they come to us with divine authority, and 
are sufficient to make us wise to the obtaining of 
our eternal salvation. To the many it is not a 
question of fact—has God ever spoken to man at 
all? for how can man admit that God és, that he 
exists, and not admit that he has ever spoken to 
man? 

“The spangled heavens, a shining frame, 
Thou great original proclaim.” 
“These thy glorious works, 
Parent of good, Almighty, 
Thine this universal frame, 
Thyself how wordrous thou!” 

“Tf this grand cosmos of sun, moon, and stars tell 
us that they must have had a meker, if these de- 
clare his glory beyond thought and power divine, 
and that man was created in his own image, has he 
not communicated at all with his creatures? Would 
an earthly parent fr q 1ently com municate with his 
children and Gd never? We have had fathers of 
our flesh who corrected us and we gave them rever- 
ence; shall we not much rather be in subjection to 
the Father of spirits and live?”’ 

That God has spoken to man seems evident to the 
candid inquirer after truth, the record of which is 
found in the sacred volume—the Bible—through 
the instru mentality of men whom he has chosen to 
speak and write his messages of intelligence. Isay 
it seems evident from these considerations: 

I, The Scriptures are professedly communications 
from God to man, as in the Book of Revelation, 
‘*Hear what the Spirit saith to the churches.’’ I) 
such declarations are admitted, it is an admission 
of their insp'ration, as all God’s ravelations are 
*God-breathed.”” Hence, if God has spoken to 
man at all it was by inspired men moved by the 
Holy. Spirit. 

II. That the sixty-six books of the Bible were re- 
ceived as inepired books appears to us clearof doubt 
in the beginning of the second century, as they 
were quoted and referred to by the defenders of 
their divine origin on the one hand and admitted 
by their adversaries to be genuine documents, I 
mean these Scriptures must have been used ex-

tensively as early as A. D. 175, and quoted by the 
apostolical fathers, Ciement, Polycarp, Ignatius, 
Theopholis, Icenius, etc., and by Josephus, Tacitus, 
Piinius, Tr: jan, Celsus, Julianus, Pailo, Porphyry, 
and others, 

III. Toe Scriptures claim inspiration (see Matt. 
11: 10-15, Juhn 5: 89 45-47, Luke 24: 25-27), so our 
L zd. ffirmed their existence and authority. (The 
apostles—Peter, Acts 2: 22, 8: 12-18; Paul at An- 
ticch—see Acts 18: 14-41.) Thus the Holy Script- 
ures are to my mind clearly proved to be inspired 
writings, and “‘all are profitable for doctrine, re- 
proof, correction, and instruction in righteousness ; 
that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.”’ 

1. Therefore, we so accept them as coming from 
God to establish our faith and command our obedi- 
ence. 

2. They explain to us how all things are made to 
exist and events transpire. 

8. *That God ie and that he is a rewarder of all 
that diligently seek him.”’’ 

4. They teach us how life and motion come in 
animate or inanimate matter, which otherwise 
would remain a profound mystery. 

5. And inasmuch as God speaks to us by his 
Word, we ought to give the most earnest heed to 
what he has spoken and reverently give heed to his 
Word—adore, worship, and obey him, with self- 
abasement and love of truth. 

6. So to us far more than in the apostolic age are 
we warned, ‘‘Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things we have heard, lest haply 
we drift away from them,” etc. Hab. 2: 1-6.

ANTIOOH AGENT'S NOTES. 

The death of General Snerman has been the 
topic of conversation for days. His death takes 
from the ranks the last of the three most important 
characters of the late war, and all these Ohio men— 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan. No greater trio of 
warriors has the history of nations produced. Not 
great like Cessar, nor Alexander, nor Napoleon. 
These all were great strategists in pushing the con- 
quest for spoils. They fought for increase of ter 
ritory and to gratify a morbid ambition. They 
were great in the estimate of a world that possessed 
meager sense of what constitutes true greatness 
They were great in generalship; they knew how 
to discipline men for war and how to marshal forces 
that they might be most effzctive in the fi-ld. But 
this was the extent of their greatness. It was an 
old-time greatness, when magnanimity of soul was 
a merger element in the constitution of greatness 
But these heroes, who have just been carried out 
to rest, combined the elements of great generalship 
and truesympathetic manhood. 

That they were not only warriors, but also men 
whose hearts could be touched with deepest sym- 
pathy, is demonstrated clearly in the history of 
their lives both in war and in peace; and not least 
among these greatest is William Tecumseh Sher- 
man, brave as a lion, and stern as an avenger in 
war; in peace the quiet, unobtrusive, gentle-spirited 
man, loving all, and by all beloved. To the front 
of the foe he went, not at the beck of a selfish am- 
bition, but at the call of his country, which to him 
was the voice of God. The wisdom of a sage and 
the patriotism of unswerving citizenship marked 
his career. He lived a brave, heroic, large-souled 
man. Heis put away to-day loved and honored 
by a Nation that has well learned how to appreciate 
genuine worth, 

The Ohio State Journal of Saturday has this to 
say, among other things ina lengthy editorial: ‘In 
the case of the pure-minded, single-hearted, and 
generous-souled hero for whim humanity mourns 
to-day, there is no evil to be forgiven or forgotten, 
for there was none in his character and life. In 
purity of private relations as well as in devotion to 
public duties, in vigilance and valor as a soldier, 
and in loyal and modest bearing as a citizen he 
was alike stainless and irreproachable. Terrible to 
the enemies of his country where duty commanded 
him to be terrible, no man ever suffared at his hands 
a private wrong, and a conquered enemy received 
from him the same consideration and forbearance 
as a member of hisown household. . ..... 
A mighty Nation honors itself and raises higher 
the standard of humanity in knowing only what 
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is good and praiseworthy of such a man; humanity | 
takes on the glow of fresh h »pes ia behoiding thosy 
honors go freely tendered and so worthily ; 
and both the Nation and mankind will assemble in 
heart to-day sround the open grave of General 
S.erman at St. L uis. and ere that grave is closed 
will drop upon his ccffin a bounteous tribute of love 
and tears.’’ 

Yesterday I was in Ohio’s capital when the 
heavily draped funeral train slowly pushed its way 
into the large union depot filled to its uttermost 
with the mighty throng of old veterans and citi- 


zens that had come to behold if but the casket that

1. How were the disciples to deliver ‘‘such an 
one’’ to Satan? 

2. How does this adversary destroy the flesh? 

8. Are the epirits of all men saved after their 
flesh is destroyed? 

4. To what time does the day of the Lord Jesus 
refer? 

ANSWER. No doubt the church at Corinth fully 
understood the action commanded of Paul. His 
language is somewhat obscure to us, though the 
general purpose may be understocd. It was to 
punish and restore the incestuous person. Satan is 
the personification of evil. In all probability some 
disease came upon the offander in likeness to his 
crime. The term jlesh means his physical body, 
and may also mean a debased moral propensity. 
Perhaps this last was cured by the jadgment that 
came upon the first. In a material sense the fi2sh 
of no man is saved, and the spirits of men are only 
saved in the sense of deliverance from the effect of 
sin, upon repentance and faith. The day of the 
Lord Jesus may refer to the time of repentant ex 
perience when the man will turn from his sin with 
deep humiliation.

QUESTION 29 If Paul was of the stock of Israel, 
and tribe of B-njamin, a Hebrew of the Hebrews, 
a Paarisee, and the son of a Paarises—how could 
he oe bornafree Roman?

ANSWER. He probably inherited the right cf 
Roman citizenship through his father, or some 
earlier ancestor, who rendered service to the state, 
and was endowed with that right. 

QUESTION 80. Wes not the body of the child 
Jesus born of the Virgin Mary (aot having a 
human father) far superior and more divine than 
the body of any other child that ever was born? 

ANSWER. Yes. And yet Jesus does not seem 
to claim superiority on that account, and there 
was no exemption to him of the ordimary con- 
ditions of a human body, save that he was without 
sin. We can not tell the phenomena of the person 
of Jesus, conceived of the Holy Spirit. 

QUESTION 81. Will not God as readily and cer- 
tainly heal the body of an sfficted believer, in 
answer to the prayers of the church, as he will for- 
give the sins of a penitent, in answer to the prayers 
of the church? 

ANSWER. God will forgive the sins of a penitent 
because of his penitence. The healing of physical 
disease is not parallel. Wecan not tell what God 
will do in case of disease, because the conditions 
can not be known to us as they are to God. The 
church should pray for healing. There will be 
healing in answer to prayer. 

QUESTION 82. Was Adam a created being be- 
fore he received the breath of life? 

ANSWER. It would seem so by Gen. 2: 7. 

QUESTION 88. Is man a combination of matter 
and spirit, and if so, by what authority can you 
speak of the spirit as the man?

Let it suffice for the present todefine this term, 
*"The science of first principles.’’ 

Man, as regards himself and his present surround- 
ings, is materialistic. Matter is simply phenom- 
enal, manifestive or relative; revealing something 
which must be incomprehensible to man without 
material investiture. 

There is asomething, a power or force, which man 
needs to comprehend, or to become acquainted 
with, which can never be comprehended by him 
without an incarnation, Bodies which manifest or 
make tangible the incarnated we denominate nat- 
ural bodies, because they constitute the natural, 
visible or material world or universe, which is a 
revelation of the object-method of teaching adopted 
by the great Teacher to communicate a knowledge 
of the invisible. ‘For the things which are seen 
were not made of things which do appear,’’ but were 
made to make appar things which would not ap- 
pear if these “‘things’’ were not made to their 
representations. ‘‘The worlds,’’? these natural 
bodies, ‘‘were framed by the Word of God.” The 
study of these objects, worlds or natural bodies and 
the causes which modify their properties, as gravi- 
tation, magnetism, electricity, light, heat, etc., are 
denominated “‘physics’’—from ‘‘phusis,” “‘nature.”’ 

But man is not inclined to rest satisfied with a 
knowledge of nature or the natural! But he 
wishes to go back of, or beyond the natural and ac- 
quaint himself with the spiritual or the forces of 
nature, since it is the spirit that quick- 
eneth. And he makes the natural or material the 
stepping-stones on which he passes to and enters 
upon the spiritual. ‘He must needs go through” 
the realm of phenomenal to reach the realm of real 
being. This journey is denominated ‘‘meta- 
physics”— a compound word formed by uniting 
the Greek word ‘‘Meta’’—beyond—to ‘‘phusikos”’— 
the natural. Thus we have the word ‘meta- 
physics,” signifying beyond the natural. The 
science presents a sort of Siamese twinship— 
Phusikos holding firmly to the natural, while 
‘“‘Meta’”’ reaches beyond and grasps the spiritual. 

We think we are “at home in the body’’—in 
these natural or material environments! Well, the 
natural—material—part is. For likes are congenial 
—cognates sympathize. 

Bat man possesses a dualistic, if nota triunenature. 
Heaven and earth are juxtaposited and he is the 
link uniting them. Materially, he is of the earth, 
earthly; spiritually, a Lord from heaven. 


Here is an incarnation! The incarnated (not to 
say incarcerated) at times like a child away from 
home, feels lonely, homesick—and would visit its 
home, the bosom of the Infinite, and enjoy the so- 
ciety of the just made perfect—the glorified grad- 
uates of the institution which it has entered. This 
can only be done by an “‘apriori’’ journey which it 
begins from the natural bodies which surround it. 
These are effects, the cause of which the spirit 
searches out, only to find in cause an effect, in find- 
ing the cause of which it only finds effect again— 
and thus travel continues until the “‘apriori’’ journey 
ends with its arrival at the great First Ouuse, 
where it rests to congratulate itself on its safe ar- 
rival and to sing “‘“Home at last!’ ‘‘Here is my 
rest!”? But who, or what is this wonderful trav- 
eler? A child of God. “If child, then heir and 
joint heir with Christ.”” The use of the term 
“‘child”’ carries us back in imagination to a period 
of childlessness; when infinity sat alone, brood- 
ing over the void profound; the starting point in 
our conceptions. Loneliness is an emotion exper- 
ienced only by intelligence. Extension, increase is 
the ambition, the nature of intelligence. Like 
natures sympathize, coalesce. Infinity would un- 
fold, aye, multiply itself. He had no companion- 
ship! There was none to see and comprehend him! 
None to receive, gather, and return the love which, 
as thespontaneity of his bsing, sought vent. Intelli- 
gence dies in solitude. He will beget a respondent! 
The thought is conception. Anon, by his side, upon 
his throne sits the ‘‘express image of his person!’’ 
Entranced he gazes, then clasps it to his bosom, de- 


created, not dSegotten—he saith, ‘‘Let all the angels 
worship him!” 

Joy reigned in heaven. Praise, homage, rever- 
ence, worship filled the depths; widening, deepen- 
ing, ascending like curling incense from ceaseless 
altar fires. The Father and the Son are glorified. 
This holy joy and sacred bliss seeks wider flow and 
multiplied response! A voice is heard, ‘‘Lot there 
be an unfolding!’ Multiplying intelligences will 
swell the anthem of joy and praise. If a single re- 
flection be ecstacy what will myriads be? Glorifi- 
cation must be limited only by creative power! 
There shall be created a class of intelligencies who 
shall bow in awe and reverence amid their envir- 
onments which shall reflect divine handiwork and 
wisdom, power, and glory. 

Thought worthy the God! As the wife prepares 
the trosseau for the anticipated guest,soGod would 
prepare for his coming image. Where he would 
build a palace for his coming children all was 
without form and void! Darkness in sullen silence 
brooded over all. Intelligence will not, can not 
work in darkness. He breathed, chaos puléated! 
“God is light.”” He spake, ‘‘Let there be light! 
And it was.so.””? Light is born of God. The foun- 
dation is laid, his work is begun! ‘‘Let there bea 
firmament!’ The walls are up, the roof is on. 
‘*Let the lamps be lighted.’’? Sun and moon and 
stars appear hanging upon nothing, flaming and 
flashing as they waltz in divine harmonies to the 
heart-throbs of love, 

“Forever singing as they shine, 
The hand that made us is divine.”’ 

Other bodies draw near, light their torches, 
swing into line, and move to meet the coming King! 
All is in readiness. 

‘Let us make man in our own image, after our 
likeness; let them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the 
cattle, and over all the earth. So God created man 
in his own image; in the image of God, created he 
him; male and female created he them. And the 
Lord God formed man out of the dust of the 
ground, and breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life and man became a living soul.”’ Oome ye 
to the marriage! Witness the holy alliance of earth 
and heaven! A body formed of the dust of the 
+round united with a soul from God! ‘The life o 
Life, infased by the God of life and light! Who 
can study the body, its appetites, forces, and de- 
mands— the earth or nature and its resources, and 
observe how nicely all is adjusted to man and 
man to all, without acknowledging that all was 
made for man and man was made forall? And 
without infringing any rights or violating any law 
he can levy upon all and pres3 into his service the 
winds and the waters, the light and the heat, the 
air and even the vast reservoirs of magnetism and 
electricity, and constitute them, not only workmen 
to keep in repair the temple, but also priests to 
serve at the altar and to continually minister to the 
worshiper, the spiritual, the inner being which 
has its emotions and senses, no less than has the 
body its appetites and passions. 

Is man susceptible to the emotions of grandeur 
and sublimity? The mountains, forests, oceans min- 
ister to this sense. Has he an appreciative sense of 
the beautiful? The landscape diversified with hill 
and valley, plain and slope, trees and flowers, 
brooks and clouds minister thereto. The diversi- 
fied life or being as found in fishes, birds, and 
beasts ministers to his varied emotions and senti- 
ments! 

Thus God’s planted garden is still man’s province 
where he may walk and talk with his OCreater face 
to face! 

Indeed, as says Prof. Dana, ‘‘The visible part o! 
the universe with all its variety of forms seems to 
constitute a material manifestation of the materials 
of man’s spiritual nature, thereby furnishing wings 
to aid the soul in its heavenward flights,” until it 
shall find restin the bosom of the Infinite, fruited 
in all its aspirations, conceptions, hopes. 

May we notaccept these material environments 
as the expression of a fact that in the arrangement 
of the world, man’s spirit, no les3 than his body, 
was considered, evidencing him a child of the Cre- 
ator of all, the object of his pleasure, and partaking 
of his attributes? For man has life in himself, to

forces, as aids in his wonderfal and progressive de. 
velopment! His is climaxive life! : 

“In the beginning,’ we have the insentient life of 
light, revealing matter as the voiceless dominion of 
death until the spirit of the Lord (life) breathed on 
that dominion, when dead matter was vivified and 
translated into the marvelous kingdom of life 
which in the absence of a better term has been de. 
nominated unconscious life as found in the veget. 
able kingdom, tree, flower, ete. An order of life 
too low to comprehend itself or its author, whom it 
can not find, although it can and does reflect hig 
glory. 

Again the voice penetrates the deep and another 
grade of lifeappears, denominated conscious, intellt. 
gent life as found in the animal kingdom, wherein 
is found no subject that knows its origin, relations 
or its creator. 

God is yet (?) childless! He longs to be called 
Father! Adda Father. He is pleased with hig 
work! Itisallgood. But the deep yearnings of 
love can be satisfied only with responsiveness, or 
reciprocity. 

A single voice says “‘Father.”’ The circle must 
be enlarged! Love which always pleads “‘give, 
give’”’ would hear from every source and position 
the expressive and endearing appellation which is 
the acknowledgment of filial obligation. 

The world was full of life and intelligence, but it 
was simply declarative or reflactive. Love can not 
be satisfied with refi-ction or even with declaration, 
but jealously demands response or reciprccity. To 
love and not be loved in return is the bitterness of 
love! Butlove sweetened with reciprocity is the 
nectar of the gods! 

‘*Excelsior”’ is the motto inscribed on all of God’s 
works. And though pleased with all the work of 
his hands, the yearnings of his heart are not satis- 
fied! 

He turns to the Son of his glory. ‘‘Life of my 
life thou! Partner of my throne, in whom I am 
well pleased; why should we longer ebide in this 
narrow circle? Will not the circulation of love in- 
crease its revenue?’”? Let us make man in our 
image; after our likeness. And the Lord God formed 
man of the dustof the ground and breathed into his

maturity or perfection; while by his spiritual qual- 
ities man belongs essentially to eternity, as that 
only is long enough to mature, or perfect him in, of 
bring him to the perfect stature of manhood, # 
seen in Ohrist Jesus—the express image of the 
Father. These qualities which constitute man & 
spiritual being constitute his capabilities of reaching 
toward a knowledge of himself, of the material uni 
verse by which he is surrounded, and of his God 
who has thus environed him.

THE WORTH OF THE WORD. 

There is a possibility that on some lines too much 
may be said for the Holy Bible, but we would 
rather see an exaggerated praise of the Book, if such 
praise were possible, than to see an underestimate 
thereof. We doubt if any harm can come of in- 
tense admiration for the Book as a whole, and we 
would not by a hair’s breadth lessen this hold of 
the Book on the heart of the world. 

We regard the Bible as God’s Book to man, both 
the Old Testament and the New, and while we so 
accept it, we so urge it upon our fellows. Only as 
the Book is so regarded by a people, do we believe 
it possible for them to lift the world out of its moral 
degradation and into the active service of the holy 
life. Abandoning this agency as inherently divine, 
we think they are without a lever for human eleva- 


tion. 
The ancient civilizations wrought without the 


Word as an agency, and they failed to lift man, 
either into a knowledge of the true God or into the 
higher walks of the moral life. Some, we know, 
have an intense admiration for the refinement of 
Greece, the glory of Rome, and the wisdom of 
Babylonia, butif we may judge these civilizations 
by their fruits, they surely were wanting in those 
higher moral elements which characterize the civil- 
ization of our age. 

The aged were often without care; the child 
mightlive or die as the father pleased to decree, and 
he of another nation taken in war was a slave and 
subject to death itself at the will of his master, 
while woman had little favor save as the slave of 
man. Very few of the legislators of Rome could 
say, ‘*My hands are innocent of human blood.’”’ 

Oatholicism, for a thousand years, successfully 
banished the Bible from the world, as far as the 
people were concerned, and she gave to man the 
Dark Ages as a natural result. She has banished 
the Word from Italy, Spain, Mexico, and South 
America, and the Dark Ages have left their linger- 
ing shadow over those lands. When the Church ig- 
nores the Bible as a moral lever, then she may not 
lift the people greatly above the level of barbarism. 

There is a great difference between England and 
Spain, and between Germany and Mexico, but the 
difference is far less in blood and mind than we 
generally imagine. Given the free use of the Bible, 
Mexico, Spain, Portugal, and the Oentral and 
Southern American States would find their civiliza- 
tions transformed into a standard of higher order, 
richer dignity,and purer morality. They are in 
the moral trough of the sea of life and they need a 
lever with which to lift themselves out. They

Now, if the higher forms of civilization of to-day 
are based on the Word, in its influence and teach. 
ings, how greatly this fact speaks for the value gf 
the Word as a moral factor! That the Word is the 
basis of this wonderfal moral growth and progress 
can not easily be gainsaid, nor reasonably doubted, 
The Bible ostracised as a Book, the churches would 
close at once, and the preaching of the sanctuary 
and the sanctity of the Sabbath and the long train 
of blessings that flow from them would soon depart 
as factors. - 

To see the value of the Word as it relates to 
modern times, one has but to count the beneficent 
agents that are rooted therein. He will be sur. 
prised, indeed, at the number thereof, and can 
mosteasily, though painfully, see that society would 
be woefully emasculated if these moral organiza. 
tionsand humanitarian institutions were abolished, 

Without the Bible, no churches, no preaching of 
Gospel truth, no funeral services of consolation, no 
Sabbath-schools for moral and spiritual study, no 
Young People’s Christian Enadeavor Societies, no 
Young Men’s or Young Women’s Christian Asso 
ciations, no Women’s Christian Temperance U aions, 
no Missionary Associations—all these and 4 
hundred other kindred institutions would be gone, 

Infidelity laughs at this idea and mocks at ow 
anxiety. It sees so much good in human nature 
thatit has no idea that humanitarian associations 
would cease to be ifthe Word were banished. Men, 
say they, would remain the same, civilization would 
continue in its line of glorious progress, and truth 
would fight its battles with power and promise ag 
ever. 

But a reply to this is found in the absence of all 
these humanitarian and moral agencies, save ag 
they grow out of the Word or from the hands of 
those who love the Church and obey the Word, 
Paine, like a woodman with ax on his shoulder, 
would go through the Bible forest and cut down its 
stately trees. Ingersoll would smite the Christ of 
consolation into a new sepulchre, from which the 
stone should not be rolled away. Nothing does in- 
fidelity so hate as the Word and the Church which 
is built upon it. These it would demolish amida 
laughter that would echo around the world. 

But while it destroys, what does it build? Hume 
could turn his old mother’s heart away from the 
Bible, but he could give her nothing in the place 
thereof, to console her dying sorrow. What moral 
agencies has infidelity put into being and what 
moral forces has it set in motion? It has not 
lacked for intelligence nor the world’s favor. Who 
were wiser than Voltaire, Diderot, Gibbon, Hume, 
Chesterfield, Paine, or Ingersoll? 

They have all frowned on Ohristian worship, 
scorned the pretensions of the saints, and ridiculed 
the God of the Bible and the Christ of the Cross, 
The world has respectfully listened, even though 
with a torn and anguished heart. Bat what have 
these men with their talent, authority, and wealth 
created for the world as moral agencies? If abso 
lutely nothing, then theinspiration to holy lives 
and magnanimous deeds and philanthropic action 
lies not in the negation of unbelief. 

Infidelity is no moral lifting power. It can bring 
the night but it can not waken the day. It can open 
the grave and bury the form without a word of 
consolation, or ability to wake the soul into one 
hopeful aspiration. Itcan do nothing for man—it 
has never done anything for him. 

But the Bible, God’s Book and man’s Guide, 
Comfort, and Illumination—this can soothe his sor 
row, lighten his gloom, lift him out of sin and it 
condemnation, bring to light life and immortality, 
and waft the soul at laston angel wings through 
gates of pearl into streets of gold, where compat: 
ionship with the redeemed may fill the soul with 
an abiding ecstacy. The blessed Book! God's 
Word and man’s chiefest treasure! Praise the Lord 
for it! Zhe worth of the Word can not be told!

OUR NEEDS. 

There is a vast discrepancy between our wanis 
and our viceds. The former are ad infinitum, the lat- 
ter comparatively few. Were we always to obtain 
our wants, life would be intolerable; while the ac- 
quisition of every need is a heavenly benediction. 
Olten when we pray for what we want the thing 
for which we should be most thankful is, that to 





- such prayers the Divine ear is deaf; while our sup- 


plications for needful blessings bring showers of 
Divine grace. Hence, while there is no covenant 
of grace promising to supply our wants, we are di- 
vinely assured that ‘‘God shall supply all your needs 
according to his riches in glory by Ohrist Jesus,”’ 

We want rain, sunshine, cold, warm; we want 
wealth, fame, long life. The fact that human ig- 
norance wants these things is no evidence that we 
need them. Material prosperity often comes asa 
mighty devil under the cloak of an angel, while 
poverty is often divinely sent as a blessing in dis- 
guise. There is but one prayer heard and answered 
in heaven; namely, ‘“‘Not my will but thine be 
done.”” He that thus recognizes his own ignor- 
ance, his own weakness, the feebleness of his own 
affections, and the wisdom, power, and mighty 
love of the Omnipotent Heart, will have every 
need supplied, and his pathway will grow brighter 
and brighter until his earthly sun shall go down, 
and he shall wake up in the morning of that day 
which shall never end, Hallelujah! 

Now that weas a people have cast off all alle- 
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thinks of the Old Testament, or the New Testa- 
ment, but rather, What do you know about the 
“Gospel, which is the power of God unto salva- 
tion?” “‘Have you tasted of the good word (Christ) 
of God and of the powers of the world to come?” 
The ‘‘Gospel’’ is not a letter of commendation, cen- 
sure, exhortation, promise, but the ever living 
Ohrist. Take Christ out of Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John, and there is no Gospél in them. Take 
Christ out of St. Paul’s Epistles, and they are as 
meaningless as the Latin mummery of an ignorant 
priest, talking to a people who can not understand a 
word he says. Take Christ and what he represents 
out of history and the world has noSavior. Asa 
people, we shall better fill our divine mission when 
we give less attention to the ‘‘school-master,’’ and 
vastly more to Christ; less of mint, anise, cummin, 
and magnify the weightier matter of ‘‘Christ and 
him crucified.”” We should proclaim from the 
house-top, “‘Christ above all, in view of all, as 
teacher, Savior, Redeemer!” Not by word only, 
but by life, spirit, show the world the better way. 
This done, and honest and intelligent infidelity is 
as dead as an Egyptian mummy. 

Secondly, nor can we fill our divine mission of 
exalting the spirit and life of Christ, unless we 
stand banded together as a united army with ban- 
ners. All organizations are successfal only as the 
parts are well united to the whole. Our want of 
denominational success has not been because we 
have not the true principle, to which the religious 
world is rapidly coming, but for the reason that we 
have not been organized for aggressive work. We 
have never made such rapid strides as we are mak- 
ing now, and the cause of this forward march, all 
along the line, is seen in the fact that we were never 
80 well banded together as now. Our churches, 
conferences, colleges, publishing interests, North 
and South, have never claimed our united attention 
as now. These chords of denominational love, 
which bind us into one body, which has for its aim 
the unification of all professed Obristians, and the 
salvation of the world, should be strengthened by 
every lover of religious liberty. If any brother 
drops out of line he does it to hisown hurt. I have 
not known a minister leave our ranks who thus en- 
larged the bounds of his usefulness. Now that 
Protestantism is rapidly coming to our thought of 
unity and progress, it looks like a step backward, 
down and out, for a minister to turn his back upon 
a church whose: liberty of theological thought 
and loyalty to Christ are b2coming known and read 
ofall men. I have been tempted along this line, in 
an earlier day, but by the grace of God I was able 
to say, ‘‘Get behind me, Satan.’’ 

As our churches, conferences, and colleges should 
stand in solid column and show a united front, 
every member of these departments of work should 
unitedly give strength to our publishing interests. 
As this department of our work is the ligo that 
binds all together, we should now, more than ever, 
stand by our own literature. If only every mem- 
ber should do his and her duty, our dear old HERALD 
would have twice the circulation that it now has, 
and our Sabbath-echool literature would be in all 
our Sunday-schools. We have now wisely adopted 
the cash system, which must commend itself to 
every intelligent brother. Beside, mark this, and 
come to the rescue, the Christian Publishing Asso- 
ciation, outside of donations and bequests, will 
make money this year, and thus add to that already 
in our treasury. More anon.

Lights and Shadows in Missionary Work. 

‘There are two sid:s to a question.’”’ This oft 
quoted maxim holds good in missionary work as 
elsewhere. In reading the autcbiography of John 
G. Paton, the Scotch missionary to the New 
Hebrides, I notice he says that several of those 
who stayed at home when the Church Board war 
asking for missicnaries to enter those islands criti 
‘ised the wisdom of his action in leaving the Island 
of Tanno, even after he had been shamefully treated 
by the savage nations and had suffered the loss o 
everything he bad but his Bible and a few Pannere 

nanuscripts and the clothing he wore, and only 
\eft to save his life and the lives of his faithful help 
ers. So we find in these Jater and less perilou: 
times a disposition on the part of those who know 
least about missioa-work to oftentimes either 
actively oppose the work or sullenly to ignor. 
its claims. 

These consid2rations have Jed me to ask th 
HERALD family t> consider a few things in con 
nection with modern missionary work in Japan. 
A missionary who has spent ‘ssventeen years her: 
said to me recently: ‘Your Church entered the 
work in Japan too late to see anything of the grea’ 
ingatherings of converts that was witnessed a few 
vears ago”? Andon irquiry I learned that there 
was a s°ason of very rapid advancement in evan- 
zelization here when maltitud-s were added to th: 
churches and the native ci u-ches did much towarce 
their maintainance. Bat these times are in the 
past and the present is not propitious for Christian 
prepagandism. There is probably no other work 
wherein one must be prepared for the unexpected 
asin this work. 

It is pleasant to dwell in the light, and bright ex- 
periences are always interesting. We are glad to 
hear of additions to the number of Christians, and 
80 when thé monthly reports come from the work- 
ers we always look to see if there are many inquir- 
ers, and when we learn that many are asking ques- 
tions, and evidently anxious to know more of the 
truth, we take courage. Sometimes young men 
come and ask if we will teach them the Bible, and 
we try to arrange an hour when this new inquirer 
can be assisted. When there is an unusually large 
congregation present to hear the sermons then we 
build ‘‘castles in the aix’”’ as to the best method of 
enlis'ing their interest in Christian truth; but, alas! 
how the castles fall, 

Last D-cember a very earnest young man came 
to ask that three of his fellow-workmen might 
have an opportunity to study the Bible, but up 
to this time none bave come for instruction, 
and I have incidentally learned that these same 


young men went to another missionary with the 
same request, but after two or three visits it war 
evident that the object was not to study the Bible 
but tustudy the English language.
